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Claims 1-6, 34-57 and 59-60 are pending in this application. Upon entry of 
applicant's amendment of 10/26/2006, the following status of the claims are in effect: 

Claims 40-57 are withdrawn as being directed to non-elected subject matter; 

Claims 1-6, 34-39 and 59-60 will be examined herein pursuant to applicant's 
elections of 5/2/2006 and 7/1 1/2006. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-6, 34-36, 38-39, 59-60 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Schmolka (US 4,376,764). 

Schmolka expressly discloses a silver ion gel for treatment of burn wounds (see 
claim 1 and column 3, line 57). Silver nitrate (claim 4) is contained in an amount 
preferably between 0.1-5 wt% (column 3, lines 48-58). 

Applicant's claims are thereby anticipated. 

Claims 1-6, 34-39 and 59-60 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Mason, Jr. et al. (US 4,393,048, hereinafter, "Mason"). 

Mason explicitly discloses a gel composition that contains silver nitrate as a 
medicament for wound treatment (see claims 1 and 4). The medicament is present 
from about 0.01 to about 10 wt% (claim 3). 
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Mason clearly discloses a gel composition that contains up to about 10 wt%, and 
as low as about 0.01 wt%, silver nitrate. Applicant's intermediate concentration 
amounts are immediately envisaged. Instant claims are thereby anticipated. 

All grounds of rejection from the previous Office action of 7/25/2006 are 
withdrawn in view of applicant's claim amendments of 10/26/2006.
